No other Lewis gun, Gen. Crozier 
said, was submitted for a test until 
April, 1916 The War Department| 
previously had asked for a Lewis 
gun to test, but the Savage Arms Co. 
stated none was available. In the 
tests of April, 1916, Gen. Crozier said 
the manufacturers withdrew the gun 
because it was said they were not 
in condition. 


Many Desirable Features. 


All the board formed to test ma- 
chine guns, Gen. Crozier pointed out, 
were not subject to his jurisdiction. 
The board in April, 1916, found the 
Lewis gun had many desirable fea- 
tures and offered to again test it 
when perfected. He produced a let- 
ter from President A. E. Borie of 
the Savage Arms Co. stating that the 
board’s action had been “entirely un- 
partial.”’

|many disasters, the results of earth- 
quakes. Since the settlement of the 
country in 1522 there have been 
more than 60 volcanic eruptions and 
in excess of 300 earthquakes.

ANCIENT ITALIAN CHURCH 


Padua Saved—Bombs Kill | 
Three Persons. 


PADUA, Italy, Dec. 30.—The an- 
cient monumental Carmini church of 
Padua, containing frescoes by Titian 
and Campagnola, was the center of 
a fire last night which lighted up 
the skies for miles around. The fire 
started from incendiary bombs 
dropped by enemy airplanes in an- 
other raid. which scattered wide- 
spread destruction and death. 

The dome of the massive church 
burned throughout the night, mak- 


ing a majestie spectacle, but the sol- 
idity of the ancient walls, dating 
from 1250, and the copper roof saved 
the main structure and paintings 
from destruction. The bomb hit the 
outer edge of the dome, which was 
soon a fiery furnace rising many feet 
in the center of the city. 

One of the buildings was pierced 
from top to bottom and torn to) 
pieces by a bomb which buried four! 
persons, three of whom were chil- | 
dren. The church of San Valentine | 
and the ancient palace were hit and | 
partly wrecked. Other private build- 
ings also were struck. 

While destruction of property ans 
great, reports indicate the loss ne 
life was not as severe as on Friday 
night. 

The correspondent today visited 
the Carmini church, where mass 
was proceeding in the baptistry. The 
famous frescoes were intact. The 
altar was covered with wreckage,

FIRE IN NEW YORK NAVY YARD; 
SAILORS STATIONED ABOUT PLACE

Admiral Says Peace Will 


i y, Await Order in Russia. 
ETROGRAD, Sunday, Dec. 30.— 


An interview with Admiral Keyser- 
lingk, a member of the German dele- 
gation which arrived in Petrograd 
last week, is published by the Den. 
In reply to a statement by his inter- 
viewer that the Bolsheviki consti- 
tuted only one party in Russia and 
were not recognized by a majority of 
the people, the Admiral said: 

“That is a matter of your internal 
politics, which in no wise concerns 
us. However, Germany would not 
wish to conolude peace with only one 
party. That is why we insisted that 
the delegates from Ukraine be ad- 
mitted to the peace negotiations at 
Brest-Litovsk. 

“We have not declined to hear rep- 
resentatives of other nationalities in 
Russia, even of other parties. We 
understand that a durable peace is 
attainable only when factional pas- 
sions in Russia have been allayed. 
Therefore, however much we desire 
peace, we await the re-establishment 
of order,”

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ONE THOUGHT, ONE RESOLUTION. 

The one overshadowing event of the year that 
passes today is the entrance of the United States 
into the war. 

Everything else that happened is subordinated 
to this event. Everything else led to it or sup- 
plements and is incidental to it. 

The extraordinary industrial and commercial 
record of the year is due chiefly to our declara- 
tion of war and our preparation for war. It is 
one of the phases of our extraordinary war work. 

This event is unparalleled and forever memor~ 
able in the history of mankind, not only be- 
cause the greatest, richest and freest people in 
the world entered the greatest war of history, 
with the causes of which it had no direct con- 
cern, but because our avowed reason and pur- 
pose in undertaking war are unprecedented in 
human records. 

Having been driven into war “in defense of 
our own honor, rights and liberties, we have 
made common cause with all mankind and are 
fighting for the rights and liberties of men.” 
We have broadened our declaration of inde- 
pendence for the American people and applied 
it to all peoples. We declare that all men by 
right ought to be and shall be free and inde- 
pendent. We declare that all Governments shall 
rest upon the consent of the governed; that all 
peoples shall contro] their own Government, their 
own national will and their own destiny. 

This is the greatest task, of greater import to 
mankind, richer in promise of human peace, wel- 
fare and happiness than was ever before under- 
taken by a nation. 

We have undertaken it if association with 
other civilized nations because we rcognized that 
the military autocracy which maile Europe an 
armed camp, ewhich struck at our rights and 
liberties and the rights and liberties of other 
nations, must be destroyed before there can 
be safety for any people or hope of enduring 
peace in the world. 

We are fighting an armed military despotism, 
moved by inordinate greed of power and con- 
quest and holding that might makes right and 
that the growth of its wealth and power justifies 
every act to that end, no matter how unscrupu- 


lous or ruthless. 
The next memorable event will be the achieve- 


ment of the task. It will be achieved. It must be 
achieved. Our freedom and welfare as well as 
the freedom and welfare of all men depends 
upon its achievement. 

The American people alone can achieve it. We 
have the fresh, vigorous man power, the re- 
sources, the courage and the energy to accom- 
plish the task. Fortunately, we do not have to 
do the work alone. We have strong, valiant and 
determined associates in the war who are doing 
their part while we prepare and do our part. 

‘When the task will be accomplished depends 
wholly upon our resolution and energy. Our 
lives and fortunes are pledged to the work. If 
we devote our whole mind and energy to the 
task, it will be done quickly. 

For the American people, as a nation, as states, 
as communities, as indjviduals, there is qne 
thought for the coming year—what can we do to 
win the war? 

What we have done is merely an indication of 
what we can do. We can make our splendid task 
more memorable by an unprecedented demon- 
stration of the capacity of a free people to pre- 
pare for war and to prosecute war with terrible 
efficiency and swiftness. Let us strike the forces 
of autocracy swiftly, with irresistible might. 

In the new year let us consecrate ourselves 
anew with united and unflinching determina- 
tion to win the war for democracy. Resolute 
devotion to the purpose will bring, before the 
passing of next year, the dawn of world liberty 
and world peace. 
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GERMAN BOLSHEVIKI IN JAIL. 

While the Bolsheviki faction of Russian So- 
cialists, placed by an amazing stroke of fortune 
in temporary control of national destinies, pal- 
tered over a peace with Germany based on terms 
repudiating imperialistic aims, Germany herself 
was casting the drag net and placing under arrest 
300 or more Socialists in 14 cities located through- 
out her own confines. 

It is rather interesting to note that these per- 
sons who have incurred the grave displeasure of 
the Berlin authorities belong to the Socialist 
group in Germany that corresponds most closely 
to the Bolsheviki in Russia. They are anti-im- 
perialists and critics of war in general and of spe- 
cific policies controlling Germany’s war and diplo- 
matic operations. While Prussianism extends 
with one hand cordial greetings to the Bolsheviki 
in Russia, it smashes with the other hand the 
Bolsheviki at home. 

The pro-German sympathies of Socialists in this 
country ought to be warmed and strengthened by 
the news that so many of their comrades in Ger- 
many are in jail.

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BEEF TRUST AT OLD TRICKS. 

Persistent utilization of the old criminal prac- 
tices in suppressing competition and maintaining 
prices is charged against the Beef Trust in testi- 
mony taken by the Federal Trades Commission. 

Time is an important element in the trust’s al- 
leged efforts to intimidate and stifle small rivals 
engaged in the chief lines and also in the sub- 
sidiary lines of its business. If the offenses 
took place prior to last September, they are 
actionable only under the old _ restraint-of- 
trade laws, and previous attempts to apply those 
laws to the Beef Trust have resulted in jury dis- 
agreements. 

But if the offenses date since last September the 
drastic provisions of the food-control law may 
be invoked. 

The fact seems to be that this trust has shaped 
its policies in recent years with great astuteness. 
It has avoided the coarse teehnique in extortion 
that made it so detested in the past. In respect 
to the staple meat products it has been content 
with fairly reasonable profits, though maintaining 
a combine enabling it to control prices. It has 
also given the farmer who has meat animals to 
sell a better show than formerly. 

But while endeavoring to make a favorable im- 
pression on the public by these policies, it seems 
to have reserved its most merciless extortion for 
lines which, it fancied, would escape general at- 
tention. The enormous increase in the cost of 
leather and footwear is attributed to the trust’s 
manipulation of the price of hides. Hold-up meth- 
ods affecting the price of fertilizers, fats required 
by soap makers and other important by-products 
is also alleged. 

If it can be substantiated that the trust is at 
its old tricks, it can hope for very little tolera- 
tion from public sentiment, and even from Chi- 
cago juries under existing conditions. Small 
profiteers have been severely dealt with in New 
York and elsewhere. Like offenses on the part 
of this huge trust should not be penalized merely 
with revocation of Federal license and fines. 

Prison sentences for offending officials would 
demonstrate convincingly the power of the food- 
control act and furnish an example to the whole 
genus of profiteers, big and little. 
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GERMANY EVADES 1917 ISSUE.

Germany easily evades the paramount issue 


involved in the war—that the world be made safe 
for democracy—because those who misrepresent 
Russia in the Brest-Litovsk farce made no men- 
tion of it. 

Prof. Jastrow of the teenie of Pennsylva- 
nia, in his book, “The War and the Bagdad Rail- 
way,” just issued, traces the economic and po- 
litical developments, especially in Asia Minor, 
which helped to precipitate the war in 1914. But 
he makes the point that the war is divided into 
two great phases, and that the 1917 main issue is 
quite apart from and vastly greater than the 
questions which were uppermost in 1914. We are 
practically fighting a new war. “President Wil- 
son’s answer to the peace proposals of the Pope 
has committed this country definitely to the 
policy of first making the world safe for democ- 
racy before taking up the issues involved in the 
war of 1914,” says Prof. Jastrow. And he adds: 

It is entirely accurate to say that the issue 
of 1917 is being fought for the benefit of the 

German people as much as for the safety of 

the world. The danger for us lies In a con- 

fusion or a commingling of the issues of 1914 

with the single one of 1917. 

A convincing sign that the German Govern- 


ment, in its peace proposals to the Russian dele-: 


gates, looks with contempt upon the 1917 issue 
is its action in throwing into prison 800 leaders 
of the minority Socialist faction i Germany, 
which faction is nearest in sentiment to the Rus- 
sian revolutionists. 
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THE FIGHT FOR VENICE. 

The suspense of the world deepens as the fight 
for Venice continues. 

It is all the more distressing because we fancied 
that its permanent safety had been assured when 
the British and French reinforcements reached 
the front and the line of the Piave was seen to 
hold. But we are told that Col del Rosso and 
Monte Val Bella, having been once lost to the 
Germans and then recaptured by the Italians, 
have again been lost. Back of these elevations 
immensely strong fortified positions are still 
held by the Italians, it is said, but the Germans 
have now reached a point only about five miles 
from the Venetian plain. 

When the destroyers are only that far away 
from the lower side of the mountain barrier, not 
only every half-mile and quarter-mile counts, but 
every foot. If the defenders cannot stay the prog- 
ress of the enemy at the wall of the mountains, 
how shall they resist his onslaught when the 
plains are gained? 

In the humiliation of national pride, Many cap- 
itals have had to be abandoned since the start 
of this mad war. Venice is a capital in a more 
than national sense. It is not an exclusively 
Italian city. It is one of the capitals of the world 
of art. 

What high revels the devastators of art would 
hold in this ancient seat of the Venetian repub- 
lic’s power, could they gain entrance. What 
profanations of shrines sacred to lovers of the 
beautiful and artistic; what hackings of master- 
pieces impossible of removal: what blowings up 
of stately architectural monuments of long-gone 
centuries would follow their entrance! 

But the whole world hopes that they may 
never gain entrance. Generous art, breathless 
with anxiety in these fateful days, will be very 
grateful if*this appalling desecration is averted.

Snow, crop expert for Bart- 
lett Frazier Co., in his annual review 
says: 

“The year 1917 passes into history 
as that of the lergest production with 
the least certainty of result during 
the season ever vouched to the Amerl- 
can farmer. From start to finish the 
season Was awry, with no period of 
normal climatic experiences, with 
crops always upon the verge of fail- 
ure, and yet with final results when 
measured by volume alone, that were 
record-breaking. That such results 
should be secured in suc a season is 
a most remarkable tribute to the 
ability of American agriculture 
through scientific application of hu- 
man labor to wrest success from na- 
ture in her most niggardly mood. 

“A poor start in the fall of 1916 
and a winter experience of ice pack 
and repeated freezing and thawing 
changed a seeded winter wheat acre- 
age the second largest on record toa 
harvested acreage the second smallest 
in the past six years, through a win- 
ter-killing losg of 12,660,000 acres or 
31 per cent of the seeded area. Up- 
on this depleted area a good rate of 
yield was secured with the grain of 
very high quality. Spring wheat acre- 
age was only moderately enlarged 
baceuse of cold, backward weather 
fonditions, and drought experience 
reduced the yield to very moderate 
proportions. A total wheat crop of 
650,828,000 bu., however, provides for 
for our own necessities and through 
our gladly undertaken economies in 
use will permit of a contribytton of 
fully 200,000,000 bu. for the use of 
war torn and hungry Europe. 

“The corn crop exceeds all records 
for auantity at 3,159,000,000 bu., but 
unfortuniately sets another record, 
that of the poorest quality ever pro- 
ducéd, late planting, a cold, wet 
spring, a short violent heated period, 
‘and killing frost on Sept. 9-11, over 
the north half of the belt, and a final 
killing everywhere before Oct. 1, gave 
a crop of a character never before ex- 
perienced. From one-third to one- 
half still remains in the field un- 
husked: while much that was husked 
and cribbed is in doubtful condition. 
The general quality Ig such that mak- 
ing every allowance for cold weather 
during a large percentage of the crop 
must be used up before warm soft 
spring weather sets in. This can only 
mean a marked and serious searcity 
of sound corn next summer, as well 
as a serious seed corn situation.in the 
spring.”
